since then it has spread far and wide 
over the southern part of tlie*empiro, 
whence it has lately begnn to make 
rapid prograss toward tlie enst and the 
northwcBt. It is observed that it fol- 
lon-B tlie direction of tlie prevailing 
winds uf the soutberu portion of Bussm 
in Europe.
